JOHNSON A [TRUSTEE 

Arthur Johnson, Jr., of Canyon ave¬ 
nue was last night elected to the va¬ 
cant position on the board of city trus- 
ti oh created by the resignation of Mr. 
Blunter. Mr. Johnson has been a resi¬ 
dent of Sierra Madre about three years 
and has taken a keen interest in the 
affairs of the community. He is en¬ 
gaged in citrus fruit growing and will 
probably be able to give the city's 
business a fair measure of time. Be¬ 
fore coming to Sierra Madre Mr. John¬ 
son held a responsible position on the 
engineering staff of the Westinghouse 
airbrake concern in Pittsburg. 

Mr. Johnson's appointment at the 
opening of the meeting brought the 
membership of the board to five, but 
Mr. Pegler's resignation which had 
been handed in last week to take ef¬ 
fect at the close of the meeting leaves 
anothr vacancy to be filled. No action 
was taken toward selection of a per¬ 
manent chairman, the trustees seem¬ 
ing to feel that it would be best to 
wait until the other new member had 
been appointed. 

Captain Osgood appeared to ask for 
[ some action on the complaint which 
I had been filed by residents in the vicin¬ 
ity of the so-called sanitariums which 
| are said to be operating on Sunnyside 
avenue inside the restricted district. 
The marshal was directed to make an 
investigation and prosecute if the sit¬ 
uation seemed to warrant such action. 

Inspects Water Situation 

William Mulholland met with the 
i i ity trustees and other city officials on 
! Tuesday for the purpose of consider¬ 
ing best methods of water development 
for the municipal system. Inspection 
was made of the canyon property and 
also of Well No. 2 in the wash. He 
will make a written report embodying 
his advice on best methods to be fol¬ 
lowed. 

Establishment of an intake for the 
water system at the Quarter Way 
house is one of the most important 
features which Mr. Mulholland ad¬ 
vised while here. He says that what¬ 
ever water is taken from the stream 
at that point will be so much water 
gained and will not affect the flow of 
the tunnels lower in the canyon. The 
estimated cost of a pipe line and in¬ 
take is something like $1800 which 
would be small compared to the returns 
and the fact that gravity water could 
lie delivered to the highest points in 
Sierra Madre. 

REGARDING THE TAX RATE 

Sierra Madre. Cal., Oct. 27, 1914. 
Tlie Editor of the Sierra Madra News. 

Dear Sir:—As an addendum to tics 
column on taxes in the last issue of 
the News, the following few words 
may be of interest to the taxpayers: 

The shifting of our fiscal year is 
really a minor factor in the increase 
of the city rate. The chief cause for 
the increase is the inadequacy of the 
water revenues. The charge for wa¬ 
ter is now so low that if long main¬ 
tained there is little reason to hope for 
any decrease in future taxes. In the 
1S16 levy provision will have to lie 
made for the redemption of $3000 ad¬ 
ditional water bonds. Thus il is quite 
probable, if no change lie made in the 
water rate that, two years hence, our 
city tax rate will be tn the neighbor¬ 
hood of $2.00.

A conspiracy of momentous circumstances had involved our California-born overnor e 
the eyes of the world in a test of his poise, his courage and his statesmanship. 

How did Hiram Johnson acquit himself? 

In a reply that is' destined to become a historic document, he met the issues 
Federal government with logic so overwhelming, and with a courtesy and dignity s 
it was instantly accepted throughout the whole nation as the inevitable answer 
an people to the objections raised against this legislation.

I MMEDIATELY after his inauguration Governor 
Johnson began to establish in the government 
of the State the same standards of efficiency 
and economy that are used in high-efficiency private 
corporations.

By paring 
down extravagance, by the dismissal of dishonest 
officials, by the elimination of all graft and by the 
substitution of efficient business methods for lax 
management the Board of Control has, and is, mak¬ 
ing an annual saving to the State of $l,500,000. 

CONDITIONS WERE STARTLING. 

All departments and institutions of the State 
where reckless management and dishonssty prevail¬ 
ed have been thoroughly cleansed and put upon a 
rigid business basis. The general conditions un¬ 
covered were startling. 

It was found that in the 25 years before Gov- 
emor Johnson $205,000,000 had been spent to main- 
tain State institutions and departments without a

Perfectly simple, isn’t It? 

Up to October 6th we had 1,020.35 miles of road 
completed or under construction, and surveys com¬ 
pleted on approximately 2,000 miles. 

During the month of September our purchasing 
department delivered to the work 50,700 barrels of 
cement, 63,200 tons of sand and gravel, 100 cars of 
road oil, reinforcing steel, lumber, etc. This means 
an average of 68 ears of material a day were pur¬ 
chased and moved during a period of car shortage 
and without an instant’s delay to the work. 

Our expenditures for the month were in excess 
the highway G f $eoo,000. 

The point of the whole matter is perfectly plain 
to a seventh grade school boy, namely, that the test: 
of the cost of any job is not the expense of that job 
as a lump sum, but the expenditure on the job in 
proportion to the things accomplished. 

We operate a purchasing department and supply 
to contractors all the material that goes into the 
road. It costs us tens of thousands; it saves to the 
job hundreds of thousands by quantity purchasing, 
and insures to the job honest material honestly ap- 
It runs up our “overhead"—it is a unique 
feature of this character of work—but it justifies 
itself. 

We do our own auditing and disbursing—and 
charge our “overhead" with the cost thereof. It is 
an unusual expense for this character of a job—but 
it gets results in a way that saves us money. 

Our captious critic comments on the proportion 
of engineers to draftsmen. 

In the beginning the work was all engineering— 
there had to be surveys before there could be any 
drafting. And today our surveys and engineering 
are a thousand miles ahead of our construction. 

When this job is completed the overhead cost— 
and in this I include engineering, purchasing, audit¬ 
ing and disbursing, salaries and everything else 
that does not actually go into road construction it¬ 
self—will not exceed 10 per cent. Will the gentle¬ 
man find us any instance of private or corporate 
management of a similar enterprise that can show 
as comprehensive and economical administration? 

The charge that our organization, constitutes a 
political machine, that our engineers are out tacking 
up political signs, etc., and the rest of that rot, is 
merely a contemptible, malicious lie.

In addition to the jute mill, shoe, clothing and 
furniture factories, we operate a foundry and ma¬ 
chine shop, tinning, roofiing, carpenter, plumbing 
and paint shops, electric station, ice-making and 
cold storage plant, laundry, print and book bindery 
for our own work. 

About one hundred men work on the farm and 
several hundred on construction work.

Ail men are given a chance to be good and make 
good At the same time necessary prison discip¬ 
line is maintained by reasonable rule. 

New cell buildings, each cell equipped with run¬ 
ning water, flush toilet, electric , light and ventil¬ 
ator have been completed and are now in use at 
San Quentin and the same type of building is now' 
nearing completion at Folsom. 

Bathing facilities and ventilating system have 
been provided at Folsom. A model dairy barn has 
been constructed and the herd developed and the 
farm cultivated and extended in every direction, 
thus providing healthful outdoor labor for the men. 

The snaky striped uniforms, dispiriting and de¬ 
grading, have given way to suits of cadet gray cas- 
simere, in which the men not only look better but 
feel better. 

HEALTH MEASURES. 

Generally speaking, men arriving at prison are 
In poor health—run down, nervous, exhausted ill- 


work is done on the honor system. The men workl 
under the supervision of the Road Boss. Armed 
guards are not present. 

San Quentin is the State's largest institution 
with the greatest number of inmates to look after, 
consequently the activities necessary to keep the 
institution going, provide plenty of work from the 
ranks of capable prisoners as cooks, waiters, 
butchers, bakers, barbers and teamsters. Office 
men, bookkeepers and stenograpliers find ample 
opportunity for exercise of tfielr talents in the var¬ 
ious offices, receiving and shipping departments and 
commissary. 

REHABILITATION. 

We are not making things easy for men in the 
prisons but we are endeavoring to make things 
better for them. We are trying to make every man 
who comes under our charge understand that the 
violator of the law is an obstructor in the way of 
social progress and that he cannot offeud with im¬ 
punity; that every human being enjoying the rights 
of liberty is accountable for his conduct and that 
ho owes it to himself, his family and his fellow 
beings to make the best effort of which be Is cap¬ 
able towards self support; that he must respect 
the personal and property rights of others.

Surveyor-General W. S. Kingsbury has set¬ 
tled three county boundary disputes during » 
past two years, all of which were technical in 
character. Yet some of those opposed to 
re-election say that a technical knowledge of 
surveying Is not necessary. Ceneral Kingsb.-y 
is the only candidate endorsed by any of toe 
major parties for the office of surveyor-gene-a! 
who Is a surveyor or a civil engineer. 

In speaking of W. S. Kingsbury, who is a 
candidate to succeed himself as sur/eyor. gen¬ 
eral, the Sacramento Union said: “'That toe 
people of California have been robbed in the 
past is not to be gainsaid, but the robbers have 
not committed their crimes under the admin¬ 
istration of Mr. Kingsbury. On the contra r y, 
ever since he has been in the office of surveyor- 
general he has been working without special 
appropriation or extra help to get some kind 
of order from the chaos into which school land 
affairs of the State had been allowed to degen¬ 
erate by his predecessors. 


For Secretary of State, and opposed to Jor- 
dan this year, is F. J. O’Brien, an editor and 
publisher. For five years past, as member and 
chairman of the Board of Trustees of the State 
Normal School of Chico, and for over two years 
past as secretary of the Panama-Pacific Inter¬ 
national Exposition Commission of the State of 
California, the commission that controls the 
$5,000,000 raised by the State for the San Fran- 
cisco Fair, he has a clean public record. 
O’Brien was chairman of the first Lincoln 
Roosevelt meeting that was held in Sacramento. 
He was thanked publicly by the Butte County 
Equal Suffrage League for editorial support of 
the suffrage amendment before its adoption in 
October, 1911. His candidacy has been twice 
indorsed by Typographical Union No. 667. He 
received over 50,000 Republican votes for nom¬ 
ination for the office of Secretary of State in 
1910, and again over 50,000 Republican votes 
at the primary this year. 

Through what Governor Johnson calls the 
chief hope of success of the crooked politi¬ 
cian, namely, the short memory of the people, 
Jordan ran away ahead of the Republican nom¬ 
ination. while O'Brien, by a decisive vote, won 
the Progressive. 


O BSERVE the character of the men who wrote 
the various party platforms. Examine their 
past records, and by their performances de¬ 
termine which plaform is entitled to public confi¬ 
dence. Just as Satan can quote Scripture for his 
purpose, so the practical |>olitician cun write glib 
platform sentences that his own past record con¬ 
demns as insincere and hypocritical. 

Two of the plaforms written at Sacramento have 
a special significance in this respect. One was 
written by John Eshleman and the other by Milton 
Schmitt of San Francisco. The first Is the platform 
upon which Governor Johnson is a candidate for 
re-election; the other the platform behind which the 
old gang is seeking to sneak back into power with 
Fredericks as their candidate. 

Eshleman is the man who started tlie fight years 
ago to abolish race track gambling, and his meas¬ 
ure, known as the Eshleman anti-race track gam¬ 
bling act. was fought by every gambler in the 
state. In the legislature of 1909 Milt Schmitt was 
regarded as the leader of the opposition to the anti¬ 
race track gambling bill. 

Yet the same Schmitt-Frederioks platform had 
the nerve to refer to the anti-race track gambling 
bill as the accomplishment of "Republican leaders." 

Eshleman's name is Inseparably associated with 
the work of the Railroad Commission of this state, 
With the direct primary bill, with the initiative, 
referendum and recall and with every other great 
measure for which the Schmitt-Fredericks platform 
now seeks to swipe credit. 

Schmitt's name is just as inseparably associated 
with opposition to these very measures.

AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT OF THE UNI¬ 
VERSITY OF CALIFORNIA. 

The Agricultural Department of the State Uni¬ 
versity was never given a sufficient appropriation by 
the Legislature to properly do its work and be of 
any substantial benefit to the farmers. Governor 
Johnson insisted that this appropriation be in¬ 
creased from $268,000 to $700,000 and the University 
has employed the most celebrated agriculturists in 
the country to advise the farmers In their work. A 
free correspondence course has been started with 
over 9,000 farmers as students. Four hundred 
thousand bulletins have been sent out dealing with 
subjects of Interest to the farmer and in every way 
trying to assist him in the development of his land. 
It has been estimated by the University faculty 
that the treatment of hog cholera by experts sent 
out by the Agricultural School has meant the sav¬ 
ing of $450,000 worth of hogs. 
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James A. Anderson, a life-long Democrat, a 
staunch supporter of President Wilson and a promi¬ 
nent member of the bar in I.os Angeles, has an¬ 
nounced that he will support Johnson and Eshle- 
man.

The principal ar¬ 
gument advanced in favor of these 
amendments is that city and county 
consolidation will abolish unnecessary 
duplication of officers and offices, and 
thus effect efficiency and economy of 
administration. This, we believe, Is 
not the real reason, because under 
existing laws it is possible to effect 
a consolidation of certain city and 
county offices and so obtain this very 
efficiency and economy of administra¬ 
tion. Furthermore, there are two other 
constitutional amendments submitted 
at this election, the same being prop¬ 
ositions 27 and 29, which, if adopted, 
will make the power of cities and i 
counties to consolidate officers plenary 
and unlimited. 

Second, it Is against public policy 
and contrary to the best interests of 
the state, that any law should permit 
the division of any county containing 
a city having a population of 50,000 or 
more, at the option of the electors of 
that city, and the formation of small, 
weak counties which may require state i 
aid to provide for necessary public !

While under both of these proposed 
amendments the consent of the county j 
to such consolidation Is required, yet 
it would usually happen that the vote 
of the inhabitants of the large city 
would alone lie sufficient to force such 
consent.

With this issue of the News goes a 
supplement setting forth a mass of 
interesting information regarding the 
political situation in California.

Most of them will be glad 
to have the facts regarding the con¬ 
dition of the state's affairs and the re¬ 
sults of the Johnson administration 
during the last four years. A great 
deal has been said about proper credit 
foi the achievements of the past four 
years in California. These articles 
give credit where credit is due. 
California Dry— 

Repetition of arguments and statis¬ 
tics at ttiis stage of the fight for Cali¬ 
fornia Dry would probably he useless. 
Those things are useful earlier in the 
campaign to help gain attention and 
arouse public feeling. But after all 
the statistics are recited, the question 
will be decided by the great majority 
of voters on just one point: Do they 
want the state they live in to be wet 
or dry? Of course it is only a ques¬ 
tion of time till public sentiment will 
be so aroused as to banish booze for¬ 
ever. t would like to see California 
vote dry next Tuesday. It may not 
come then but i expect to live to see 
it. The sooner the better. 

PROPOSITIONS 

Submission of forty-eight legislative 
propositions to the voters lias made 
more of a task than most voters have 
been able to cope with. Few have been 
able to g;ve them sufficient study to 
determine the merits of more than a 
small part. The editor of the News 
has endeavored to simplify matters for 
such by reviewing them briefly in the 
order in which they appear on the 
ballot. The advice here given is based 
on reading, study, and consultation 
with people whose opinion seemed to 
be worth while. The reasons given for 
the position taken are such as could 
lie expressed in the small space avail¬ 
able. 

The best safeguard against another 
such ballot as this one is to vote YElS 
on the first proposition, it calls a con¬ 
vention for the purpose of revising the 
present constitution which was adopt¬ 
ed in 1S79 and is one of the worst 
drawn documents of its kind in the 
United States. It is like a compila¬ 
tion of statutes instead of a brief 
enumeration of principles anti form of 
organization. Its form makes neces¬ 
sary a constitutional amendment for 
legislation which may he comparative¬ 
ly unimportant. A new constitution 
will make ballots like this unnecessary 
in future. However, it is important 
that a full vote be registered on the 
many important questions submitted 
,n the following list.
